PREYACE. 


T the Importunity, and by the Encouz 
ragement of my Scholars, I have en- 
graved this ſmall Volume, for their Im- 


provement in ITENOGRAPHY. 


SOME Book in Sacred Writ was judged 
moſt expedient for this Purpoſe; no other 
being of ſo univerſal Uſe and Eſteem; and 
the rather, that if ever I ſhould meet with 
Encouragement to engrave the whole Bible, 
the having ſo much of it done now, would 
ſo far facilitate the Trouble, and leſſen the 
Expence, 

BUT I muſt acknowledge, I too incon- 
tderately made Choice of the Proverbs ; nd 
other Book in the Bible being ſo difficult to 
read in this Way ; ſeldom one Sentence de- 
pending upon, or ſtanding in Connection with 
another. - Conſidering then, that ſo ma- 
terial an Inconveniency attends this Choice, 
no Wonder if the Learner be frequently puz- 
led in reading: But ſeeing I have appriſed 
him of the Difficulty, he ought to be the

AS I uſe not arbitrary Characters, oy 
Marks for Words (which abound in former 
Authors of this Kind, to the Conſumption 
of much Time, and an intolerable Burden to 


the Memory of the Learners) have therefore, 


ſometimes wrote one and the ſame Word Va 
variouſly, to ſhow the Learner the Copiouſ- 
neſs of my Method: And that ſuch Words 
as are not analogous to the principal Leſſons 
and Rules of Contraction, may be different-
